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Obfervations on the Mottos annexed to the Arms of the 
Nobility.

S the coaches of the nobility pafs me in the ftreets, I often 
amufe myfelf with conftruing the mottos annexed to 
theirarms. This of courfe excites refleftion on the propriety. 
or impropriety of their application to the prefent pofleffors 5 
and it fometimes exercifes my philanthropy to confider how ill- 
applied many of them are. 

But as it is my hobby-horfe to endeavour to turn every occur- 
rence which falls in my way to fome beneficial purpofe, even 
though I am cbliged to do foin imagination only, the following 
thoughts occurred to me a few days ago as I was walking 
through Piccadilly :— 

What benefit would not arife to the Peers themfelves, and to 
the community at large (exclaimed I in a mental foliloquy), 
was every motto, which either contains a fage admonition—-aa 
vfeful caution—or a noble boait,—to be written in gold cha- 
racters, arid placed in the infide of their carriages, initead of the 
outfide, that they might have them continually before their 
eyes! Such aregulation, if it did not Rimulate them to imitate 
thofe deeds of their anceftors for which they were ennobled, 
would at leaft prevent them from degenerating from their viftues 
to any great degree, 
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With that infpiring fentence, Sola virtus inviGa, “* Virtue 
alone is invincible,” conftantly placed as a memento before 
them, can any of the noble family of Norfolk ever be wanting 
in this invincible virtue ? 

Will the Duke of Grafton, or any of his defcendants, when 
they confider that the title they bear was intended to be Er decus 
et pretium re@i, ** Boththe ornament and reward of rectituce,” 
ever prove undeferving of this ornament and reward ? 

Or would his Grace of Beaufort, when he could not avoid 
frequently reading the words Mutare vel timere Jperno, ** U {corn 
to change or fear,” ever relinquifh any laudable engagement he 
fhall have entered into for the good of his country or of indivi- 
duals ; or fear the confequences attending a perfeverance in it ? 

Can any Doke of Bolton, with the injundtion, 4ymex /oyaulte, 
ole y luyalty,”’ before his eyes, ever prove difloyal to his 

cing? 

With what circumf{peftion muft this and every fucceeding 
Doke of Devonfhire condué himfelf through every department 
of life, when he is continually reminded by his family motto, 
that he is only ** Secure by caution :” Cavendo tatus. 

Will ever a bluth befpread the cheek of a Bentinck,whilft they 
are conftantly admonifhed to Craignex honte, to ‘* Fear thame ?” 

With equal reafon may we {uppofe that the Dukes of Dorfet 
will always be careful of what engagements they enter into, or 
what enterprizes they undertake; as theit motto cautions them, 
Ait whnguam tentes, aut perfice, “* Never to attempt, or elfe to 
accom phith.” 

The Dukesof Northumberland being daily put in remem- 
brance that E/perance en Dieu, <* Truft in God,” is the bei 
fupport through life, will undoubtedly repofe a confidence in 
Heaven ; and never be guilty of an aétion which fhall not con- 
duce to make this a well-grounded confidence. 

Such are my refleClions whenever the carriages on which the 
foregoing mottos are, pafs me. Ler'thefe fuffice as a fpecimen of 
the manner in which 1 walk, and moralize on all that will bear 
fuch a conftru@tion, through evéry gradation, from a Duke to a 
Baron, 

Others I frequently meet with which excite lefs ferious cogi- 
tations. Thefe | fhall divide into three claffes, viz. 1. Ponning 
mottos.—2. Such as convey ludicrous ideas.—3. Thofe that are 
not zt this time to be ancerftood. 

Among’ the firlt are thofe belonging to the following fami- 
lies :— 

The Cavendifhes bear, as before obferved, Cavendo tutus, 
** Secure by caution;” which feems to have been adopted by 
the 
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. the original pofieflor, more for the fake of conveying a pun than 


for any inftruétion, as faggefted by my imagination in che fore- 
going page. It mufl be owned that this motto founds fome- 
what, though imperfectly, like the family name ; bat furnifhes 
us with no great proof of the wifdom of its adopter. 

That of the Fanes, Earls of Weftmoreland, is of the fame 
tendency. They bear Ne vile Fano, ** Difgrace not the altar ;” 
which, as it more nearly refembles .their name than the foree 
going does that of Cavendifh, is the more tolerable pun of the 
two ; it, however, lies under the fame predicament with that, 
2nd all oghers of this {pecies. 

The late Earl Temple’s was TemPLa guam deledia! “* Teme 
pleshow beloved !’? A motto not inapplicabie; and needs leis 
ciftortion than moft others to make it anfwer the purpole ine 
tended, 

Earl Fauconberg, whofe. family name is Bellajy/e, bears 
Bonne BT BELL assez, ** Good and handfome enough.” 
Whatever reafon the drtt bearer may have had for making: ufe 
of it, if any other was intended than merely to convey the pun, 
it muft be allowed that be was actgated by no {mall portion of 
vanitv, 

George Nevill, Lord Abergavenny, ufes Nz vive welis, 
** Form no mean with ;” which, as the found is tolerably fimi- 
lar to the name, and it contains an ulefel document, does not 
deferve a very fevere criticifm. 

Lord Vere has Veao nihil verius, ‘* Nothing is truer than 
truth ;” an adage, which, it being as true as itfelf, truth cannot 
compenfate for the vilenefs of the pun, or the fimplicity of the 
obfervation. 

Lord Verngn’s, Ver Non. femper viret, ‘* The {pring is not 
always green,” is certainly the beit and moft applicable of any 
in the whole lift of -punoipg mottos; and shews that the come 
poler poflefied no little ingenuity. 

So much for punning mottos :—I fhall now proceed to felect 
a few of thote which convey ludicrous ideas, 

The Earl of Carlifle’s motto, Vole nox valeo, ** I am willing 
but not able,” may be frequently adopted by perfons of every 
rank, upon more occafions than one, to tae great difappointment 
and regret of many. 

That of the Earl of Shaftefbury, Lowe, Serve, feems to thow 
that the fir of this agble houfe was no enemy to the fair fex ; 
but that he loved and fervec them .with all his heart, and with 
all his foul. 

‘The firit noble progenitor of the Earl of Gainfborough mutt 
certainly have.been of a mott infatiable difpotition, otherwile he 
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would not have “chofen Your bien on rien, ‘The whole orno~ 
thing.” 

How cheering a motto is that which the Earl of Harcourt 
Bears! Ze bon temps vicndra, ** Good times’ wit tome.” And 
placing a confidence in that promife, and the prefent afpectof 
our national concerns, I will hope that this defirable period is 
not far off. 

I cannot conceive what could orcafion Lord Conrtenay to ex- 
claim upon his exaltation to a Peerage, Ubi capfus ? *Quidifedd ? 
«« Where have I fallen ? What have I'done ?” ‘His pridemet 
furely haye been great indeed, that he fhould confider (as his 
motto feems to in rion! his newly acquired honour a degra. 
dation; and that he fhould think he had done fomething which 
deferved: punifhment, when nobility was inflifted on him! 

Having thus given a ihort collection of fuch of the mottos as 
promote rifibility, I proceed to the third.claG, viz. thofe which

not be inclined to place them on labels wétéiw the carriages, as [ 


at firt propofed, at leat to cait their eyes ou them now and 
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then, ‘as they ftep in and out, and-endeavour'to impre(s on their 
memories the leffons they contain, ; , 





Extratts' from ** ClarkJon’s Effay an the Slavery and Come 
merce of the Human Species.” 


AVING hitherto confined ourfelves ‘to the confideration of 

the commerce, we fhall now: proceed to the confideratioa 
of the flavéry that is founded pon it, “As this flavery will be 
confpicuous in the treatment, which the unfortunate Africans 
uniformly gndergo, when they are pat info the hands of the re- 
ceivers, we fhall defcribe the manner in which they are accuf- 
tamed to be ufed from this period. ~— 

To place this in the cleareft, and-moft confpicuous point of 
this. head into. the form of a narrative : we fhall fuppofe’ouy- 
felves, in fhort, on the continent of Africa, and rélare a {Céne, 
which, from its agreement with anger oust fats, might ape 
unreafonably be prefamed to have been prefented'to our view, 
had. we been really there. , ; side 

At fir, let as turn our eyes to the cloud of daft that is before 
us. It feems to advance rapidly, and, accompanied with difmal 
fhricks and yellings, to make the very air, that is above ir, 
tremble as it ros along, What can poflibly be the cagfe ? Let 
us enguire of that melancholy ‘African, who feems to wall de- 
jeéted near the fhore ; whofe eyes are ftedfaflly fixed on the ap- 
proaching object, and whofe heart, if we can judge ftidin the 
appearance of his countenance, mult be greatly agirated, ” 

‘* Alas)” fays the unhappy African, ** the cloud’ you fee ap. 
proaching, is a traip of wretched flaves. ‘They are goitg to 
the thipsbehiad you, They are deitined for the Etigitth colo 
nies, and, if you will ftay here but a little! time, you will fee 


‘them pafs. They were lait night drawn up upod the plain which 


you ice before you, where they wert ‘branded upon the breaft 
with a hot iron ; atid when they had tndergomne the whole of 
the treatment, which is cuftomary on thefe occafions, and which 
T am informed “that you Englifhmen”at'home afe'to the cattle 
you buy, they were returucd to their prifga. As Iv have fome 
dealings with the members’ of the fattory which you feé at a 
little diftance (though tanks to’ the Great Spirit, I ntver deale 
in the, liberty of my fellow creatures) { gained adm’ trance 
there, - 1 learned the hiftory of fome of thé unfortunate people, 
* S ; *% ‘ . whom 
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whom L faw confined, and willexplain.to you, if my eye fhould 
catch them as they pafs, the neahcanfes of their fervitude:” 

, Searcely. were thele words fpoken, when they came diftin&ly 
ato fight. They appeared-to advance in along column, butia 
avery irsegular amanner, .“Lhere .wereshree only in the front, 
and thefe were chained topether. The reft that followed feemed 
to be chained by ‘pairs; ‘but by preffing forward, to avoid the 
Jath of the drivers, the, breadth. of the column begaata be 
greatly extended, and ten or more were obferved abreaft. j . , 

While we were making thefe remarks, the intelligent African 
thos refumed his diftourfe, ‘* The firft three whom you obferve, 
at the head of the train, to be chained together, are prifoners 
atwar. As foon as the fhips that.are behind you arrived, the 
news was difpatthed into the inland country ; when one of the 
petty kings immediately zffembled his fubje&ts, and awacked 
neighbouring tribe. The wretched people, though they were 
furprized, made, a formidable refiftance, as they refolved, almoft 
all of them, rather to lofe their lives, than furvive their liberty. 
The. perfon. wham you fee in the middle, is father of the two 

men, who are chained to him on each fide. His wife and 

of his children were killed in the attack, and, his father 

aH woynded, and, on account of his age, incapable of 

. t¥iude, were left bleeding on the fpot where this trapfaction 
appened.”’ 

“* With refpe& to thofe who ate now  pafling us, and areim- 
mediately behind the former, 1 can give you no other intelli- 
gence, than that fome of them, to about the number of chit. 
were takeo in the fame kkirmifh, Their tribe was faid to have 
been numerous before the attack ; thefe however are all] that are 
left alive. But with refpect to the unhappy man, who is now 
oppolite to us, and whom you may diftinguifh, as he is now 
looking back and wringing his hands.in deipair, I can inform 
you. with more precifion, He is an unfortunate convidt, He 
livéd only about five days journey from the factory. He went 
out with his king to hunt, and was one of his train ; but, through 
too great an anxiety .to.afford his royal master diverfion, he 
youled the game from the cover rather fooner than was expected. 
‘The king, exafperated at this circumitance, immediately fen- 
teaced him to flavery. His wife and children, fearing leaft the 
tyrant fhould extend the punifiment to themfclves, which is not 
whufual, fled direétly to the woods, where they were all de- 
youred,”’ 

*€ The people whom you fee clofe bebind the unhappy con- 
vil, jorm a numerous body, and reach a confiderable way.

They 
came in a large body, and were tied together at the neck with 
leather thongs, which permitted then¥ to walk at the diftance 
of abotit a yard from-one another. Many of ‘them were-loaden 
with elephant teeth, which had been perchafed at thé fante 
time, All of them’ had bags, made of tkins, wpon their Mioule 
Gers ; for as they were to travel, in their way from the 
mountains, throagh barren fands and trhofpitable woods for 
many days together, they were obliged to carry watét and pros 
vifions with them, Notwithftanding this, many of thei? perithed 
fome by hanger, but the greateit number by fatigue, as theif 
from whence they came is at fuch an amazing diftancé f70th 
this, and the obffacles, from the nature of ‘the country, fo great, 
that’ the journey could fearcely be completed in {even moons. 
When this relation was finithed, and we had been looking 
fiedfattly for fome time on the croud that was poing by, we loft 
fight ‘of that peculiarity of feature, which we' had before ré 
marked, We then difcovered that the inhabitants of che de- 
populated village had ali of them paffed us, and’ that the part of 
the train, to which we were now oppofite, was a natherows body 
of kidnapped people. Here we indalged’ ovr: imayimation. 
We thooght we beheld in one of them a father) in anothera. 
hifband, and in another a fon, each of Whom was férced from 
his vatious and tender connections, and even withoét the oppor 
tunity of bidding them adiev. avi 
While we were etigaged in thefe and other melancholy ré» 
filegtions, the whole body of flaves had entirely paffed us. We 
turned’ almoft infenfibly tolook at them again, when wediftde 
vered an unhappy man at the end of the train, who could 
fcarcély keep pace with the reft. His feet feermed’ t have fafe 
fered much trom long ‘and conftant' travelling, for he was’ mp 
ing paintully along. 
¢* This man,” refumes the African, ** has travel!ed a one 
fiderable way. He lived-ata great’ diftance’ from Hence, and 
had'a ‘Yarge family, for whom he~ was daily to’ provide. As he 
Went out one’night to a neighbouring fpring, to procure water 
tor 
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for his, thirfty. children, he was kidnapped by two flave hunters, 
who fold him in the morning: to fome country, merebants ofon a 
ber.of iron... Thefe drove him with other flaves, procured al- 
mof in the fame manner, to the meareft) market, where the 
Englifh merchants, to. whom the train that has jaf now pafied 
us belongs, purchafed him and two others, by means of -their 
travelling agents, for.a piftol. His wife and children have been 
Jong waiting for his return. But he is gone for ever from their 
fight; and they moft now be difconfolate, as they muft be cer- 
tainby his delay, that he has fallen into the hands of the Chrif- 
tians, 

** And now as I have mentioned the name of Chriftians, 2 
name, by which the Europeans diftinguifh themfelves from us, I 
could with to be informed of the meaning which fuch an appel- 
lgtion may convey. They confider themfelves as men, but us 
unfortenate Africans, whom they term Heathens, as the beafts 
that ferve us. . Bat, ah! how different is the faét? What is 
Chriftianity, but.a fyftem of murder and oppreffion? Thecries 
and yells of the unfortunate people, who are now foon to em- 
bark for the regions of fervitude, have already pierced my 
heart. Have you not heard me figh while we have been talk. 
inp? Do you not fee the tears that now trickle down my 
cheeks? and yet thefe hardened Chriftians are onable to be 
moved at all: nay, they will fcourge them amidft their groans, 
and even fmile, while they are torturing them to death.--—- 
Happy, happy Heathenifm! which can deteft the vices of 
Chrifhanity, and feel for the diftrefs of mankind.” 

«* Bot,” wereply, ‘* you are totally miftaken : Chriftianity 
is the moft perfect and lovely of moral fyftems; it blefles even 
the hand of perfecution itfelf, and returns good for evil, But 
the people againft wliom you fo jultly declaim, are not Chrif- 
tiams ; they are infidels! they are monfters! they are out of the 
common coarfe of nature !—Their countrymen at home are ge- 
nerous and brave; they fupport the fick, the lame, and the 
blind ; they fly to the fuccour of the diftrefied ; they have 
noble and ftately builcings for the fole purpofe of benevolence ; 
they are, in fhort, Of all nations, the molt remarkable for ha- 
manity and juftice.” 

«« Bat why then,” replies the honeft African, ** do they {uf 
fer this? Why is Africa a fcene of blood and. defolation ? 
Why are her children wrefied from her, to adminiller to the 
luxuries and greatnefs of thofle whom they never offended ? 
and why are thefe difmal cries in vain 2” fl 

«* Alas!” we reply again, ‘* can the cries and. groans, with 
which the air now trembles, be heard acrofs this extenfive con- 
tinent ¢ 
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tinent?) Can the: fouthern winds convey them ‘to the ear of 
Briain? If they could reach the generous Englifhman at 
homé, they would pierce bis heart, as they have‘ already pierced 
your own; he would fympathize with you in’yoar diftrefy; he 
would , be enraged at the conduct of his countrymeén, and refiit 
their tyranny.”?" 

But here a fhriek anufually loud, accompanied with a dreadful 
rattling of chains, interrupted the difcourfe. The wretched 
Africans were juft about to embark ; they had tarned their face 
to their country, as if to take a laft adieu, and, with arms up 
lifted to the fky, were making the very atmofphere refound 
with their prayersand imprecations.
